If They Are Crazy

Georgia’s famed Milledgeville State hospital is bulging 
today under the pressure of the heavy population added 
through increasing rejection by the armed services of psycho- 


neurotics. 


Milledgeville is overflowing. 
‘institution fluctuates daily between 8,500 and 9,000, accord- 
ing to Judge A. J. Hartley, head of the State Welfare De- 
partment, which administers the affairs of the hospital. 


Soldiers and sailors, rejected‘ 
simply as “psycho-neurotic,” arrive 
at the state hospital daily, asking 
the doctors plaintively, “Am I 
crazy?” 

They’re arriving so fast, Judge 
Hartley says: 

“They're showing up at Mill- 
edgeville in their uniforms.” 

Dr. Newdigate Owensby, Atlan- 
ta psychiatrist, member of the

“The Army and Navy are doing 
good job of protecting them. 
selves from the thousands of young 
men the average citizen never sus- 
pected of having been maladjust- 
ed mentally. 

Nervous Conditions. 

“Usually, that's all that’s wrong 
with these young men, They are 
victims of nervous conditions 
which makes them unfit for com- 
bat service. My only criticism of 
the armed services is the brutal 
way in which their psychfatrists 
discharge the men simply as ‘psy- 
cho-neurotics,’ 

“All of us, more or less, are 
psycho-neurotic along some line or 
other. 

“The tragedy in the lives of 
these young men is that the Army 
psychiatrists are discovering the 
nervous conditions of the young 
men, in time. In the last war, the 
neurotics went right along and 
came home as ‘shell-shock victims,’ 
public charges in veterans’ hospi- 
tals for the rest of their lives. 
Today, the armed forces are trying 
to work with the draft boards and 
are accomplishing wonders in 
heading off those young men be- 
fore they have a chance to col- 
lapse under the strain of shell fire. 

Investigating Bill. 

“Before the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration can accept a man for treat- 
ment it must have been proved 
that his mental upset is due to 
the strain of life in combat duty. 
If that cannot be proved the man 
is sent back home. If he cannot 
get a job—which is usually the 
case when he has been discharged 
as psycho-neurotic—he becomes a 
charge of the state government.”

In announcing the capture of 
Betio in the record time of 76 
hours, Admiral Chester W. Nimitz 
said Marines had turned back a 
desperate counterattack just be- 
fore it fell to them and that few 
prisoners were taken. Some 4,000 
Japanese were believed to have 
been slain on Betio alone. 

Four Destroyers Sunk. 

In the southwest Pacific four 
enemy destroyers were sunk to- 
day in a North Solomons battle 
and a fifth was damaged in naval 
action between the Nipponese 
aerial stronghold at Rabaul and 
invaded Bougainville, 
MacArthur announced. 

In was the first naval clash in 
that sector in three weeks and the 
first so daringly near Rabaul. Two 
destroyers were sunk by torpedoes 
and the other two in the subse- 
quent pursuit. Not an American 
warship was hit and only one Jap- 
anese ship escaped damage. 

Capture of Betio in four days 
set a record for the conquest of 
any island in the Pacific on which 
the defenders have been so firmly 
entrenched. It took the Japanese 
17 days to seize historic Wake is- 
land, defended by a few hundred 
Marines, early in the war. 

The Japanese at Betio were sup- 
ported by artillery and mortar po- 
sitions, machinegun nests, pillbox- 
es and the advantage of a concen- 
trated fire on an island less than 
two miles long and a thousand 
yards wide. 

The Marines breached the de- 
fenses on the low, sandy shores, 
often hand-to-hand with bayonets, 
knives and grenades. A _ fleet 
spokesman explained the Japa- 
nese counterattack actually hur- 
ried Betio’s seizure, enabling the 
Leathernecks to center their fire 
on masses of the enemy instead of 
hunting them down.

of for a minute and a half or two 
minutes and a half. 

“The Army tosses aside the 
men who show nervous reactions 
through worry over the family 
left behind. 

“If these men are detected at 
the induction centers then the 
Army is relieved of the problem | 
of the man cracking up under en- 
emy fire. Today we have psychi- 
atrists.in front line trenches. Men 
who fold up and start weeping 
because ‘they can’t stand the 
shells whizzing overhead’ can be 
treated on the spot. Perhaps, they 
can be treated in a field hospital 
or a base hospital and returned 
very shortly to front line action.

Montgomery Bares 
Core of Nazi Defense 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Algiers, Nov. 24—(AP)— 
Stabbing forward over rough terrain through six intervening 
towns and villages, Eighth Army troops have seized the two 
Sangro river towns of San Angelo and Alfedena near the 
center of the Italian line, virtually clearing the approaches 
to the Germans’ main defense system along a 45-mile stretch 


to the Adriatic sea. 
Montgomery's British and Cana- 


dian fighters plunged 10 miles due 
west from their last reported posi- 
tion at Castiglione to capture San 
Angelo on the eastern bank of the 
Sangro after routing the enemy 
from the mountain towns of Cap- 
racotta, Castel del Guidice, Gianni 
and Martano, a headquarters an- 
mnouncement said today. San An- 


gelo, whose full name is San An- 
gelo del Pesco, is 28 miles inland 
from the Adriatic. 

In a fina] five-mile advance into 
the burning and gutted town of 
Alfedena, which was fired by the 
Nazis two days previously, the 
Eighth blasted its way through the 
stoutly defended villages of Mon- 
tenegro Val Coccinara and Bocca. 
Alfedena, some 45 miles from the 
eastern end of the battle line, is 
on the very backbone of Italy, 
near the sources both of the San- 
gro and Volturno rivers’ which 
flow in opposite directions to the 


Wedges Costly. 

_ Although the Germans still held 
difficult heights east of the San- 
gro river between San Angelo and 
Alfedena, the two wedges driven 
to the stream by Montgomery’s 
troops guaranteed that the enemy 
goon would be forced back across 
the Sangro along its entire length. 
Only then would the Allies be in 
position for a major. assault 
against the Nazis’ winter line from 
the Adriatic to the Tyrrhenian 
sea. 

The capture of Alfedena placed 
the Eighth Army astride a fork 
of a main north-south road where 
it splits into two highways, one 
running on each side of the main 
range of the Apennines and both 
leading to a main lateral road to 
Rome. The distance by road from 
the Eighth Army's most advanced 
unit to Rome is well over 100 
miles, compared to the 80 miles 
which separate Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Mark W. Clark’s Fifth Army 
from the Italian capital by the 
Appian Way.

Richthofen Removed. 


Allied headquarters, observing 
that “the Mediterranean wa 
zone is proving to be a graveyar 
for the reputations of the Luft- 
waffe’s chiefs,” announced that 
Marshal Baron Wolfram von 
Richthofen, who commanded both 
German and Italian air forces in 
the Sicilian campaign, had been 
removed to another assignment 
because of “difficult relations” 
with Field Marshal General Al- 
bert Kesselring, German com- 
mander-in-chief in Italy. 

(This statement indicated Al- 
lied headquarters believes Kes- 
selring still is in full command 
of the German air force in Italy, 
in spite of reports from neutral 
and Axis sources several weeks 
ago that he had been withdrawn 
from that theater.) 

Von Richthofen is a cousin of 
the late Baron Manfred von 
Richthofen, famous German ace 
of the first World War.

A spokesman for the British

World’s Most Bombed. 

Berlin now is the world’s most 
bombed city, with a ‘total of 12,000 
long tons having been dropped on 
the city during the year. Hambur 
had a total of around 10,000 tons: 
Essen, Hannover and Cologne 
around 8,000 each and Mannheim 
and Ludwigshafen over 7,000 tons. 

Although the Germans clamped 
strict censorship on reports of 
damage, after letting floods of 
stories through during the first 
hours of confusion following Mon- 
day night’s record raid, travelers 
reaching Switzerland and Sweden 
told of the “utter chaos” in Berlin, 
and described the city as “in a ter- 
rible state.” 

Reports trickling out of Ger- 
many today said that after last 
night’s raid trucks roamed the 
streets gathering able-bodied men 
for first-aid work, and women and 
children formed bucket. lines to 
fight the flames. 

Apparently no section of the 
city was spared; eyewitnesses told 
of the destruction of government 
buildings, embassies and world- 
famous structures in the heart of 
the city to industrial plants lo- 
cated in the suburbs. 

Although the Monday night raid 
was made during bad weather 
with many clouds over the target, 
the sky was relatively clear last 
night. However, only a few Nazi 
night fighters came up to meet 
the raiders and British crewmen 
said the flak, while heavy, was 
not as bad as on Monday’s raid. 

Passive Defense. 

Reports reaching Switzerland 
said Berliners complained bitter- 
ly of the “passive defense” put 
up by the Nazis. 

A neutral diplomat told the cor- 
respondent of the Lausanne Ga- 
zette “that the effects of the raids 
on the residents of the German 
capital could not yet fully be 
measured because “many still are 
stupified by the catastrophe.”

A Berlin broadcast quoted a 
spokesman as saying “the Fuehrer 
repeatedly has emphasized Ger- 
many never wished for such kind 
of war conduct and never started 
such,” 

A clandestine Geffman radio sta- 
tion heard in Stockholm warned 
the Germans today that the RAF 
attacks on Berlin were “the last 
warning” to the people to over- 
throw Hitler and sue for peace. 
The source of this and similar 
broadcasts has never been deter- 
mined and it even has been sug- 
gested that they are part of the 
Nazi propaganda ministry’s own 
offensive. 

The RAF’s success with night 
bombing even through. clouds 
which obscure the target is due 
to two things: 

1. The pathfinder system by 
which specially trained squadrons 
go ahead and outline the target 
with a rain of flares. 

2. The perfection of navigation 
enabling the pathfinders to locate 
the targets precisely even in bad 
weather. 

There are a number of possible 
methods of navigation besides the 
traditional ones—the compass and 
sextant. One is to use radio teams 
which can make both audible end 
visible signals in the plane telling 
the pilot whether he is on the 
homeward course. Pilots also can 
fly by beam coming from a known 
point in enemy territory which is 
why Nazi radio stations go off the 
air as soon as they know Allied 
bombers are out.

LONDON, Nov. 24.—(AP)—There is a feeling of grim

Thrusts at Kiev 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—(4)—The 
German counteroffensive aimed 
at Kiev recoiled before stone-wall 
Russian resistance today and the 
Red army improved its positions 
in the threatened Chernyakhov 
and Brusilov sectors, Moscow an- 
nounced tonight.

and Chernyakhov, 13 miles north 
of Zhitomir, had been taken by 
the Germans. 

But the Russians reported a stif- 
fening of their lines, 7 

“In the areas of Chernyakhov 
and Brusilov our troops success- 
fully repulsed enemy  counter- 
attacks and improved their posi- 
tions,” said the Moscow communi- 
que, recorded here by the Soviet 
monitor from a broadcast. 

The Russians also announced 
continued gains in the Pripet 
marshes north of Kiev where more 
than 60 populated places, includ- 
ing a district center, were taken. 
Four more towns were captured 
in the Dnieper bend push to clear 
the Germans from the west bank 
of the river. 

Additional gains were made in 
the Rechitsa and Gomel areas.

With a certain awe at the ordeal 
the Berliners are enduring, the 
Londoners feel rather sorry {or 
them. At the same time, they ac- 
cept the necessity for grinding the 
Nazi capital and its leaders into 
dust. It is too bad any people must 
go through such horror, but the 
Germans asked for it, is the gen- 
eral unemotional reaction. 


Little Note of Revenge. ~ 


The British, including London- 
ers and the fliers making the 
raids, take little note of the re- 
venge aspects of the Berlin bomb- 
ing. Instead, newspapers here are 
playing the accounts of the de- 
struction and fires without going 
much further. 

And the great raids are taken 
in characteristic British fashion as 
a planned, expectable part of the 
methodical campaign to beat the 
Germans, There is little undue op- 
timism about its bringing a sudden 
German collapse. 

Tempering all thoughts about 
the Berlin attacks is the recogni- 
tion that London’s turn may come 
again at any time. While the Ger- 
mans are short of bombers in the 
west, nobody is so foolish as not 
to recognize they might quickly 
assemble a sufficient force from 
other fronts to give London a 500- 
plane raid. 

“Reprisal Weapon.” 

The Berlin radio Wednesday 
night quoted a German military 
spokesman as saying “we are to 
our regret forced to use our re- 
prisal weapon” because of the 
RAF raids on Berlin. He declined 
to indicate what the _ reprisals 
would be or when they would be 
administered, Berlin said. 

No man looks forward to such 
a prospect with pleasure. But no- 
body is worried about the abilities 
of London to take it again and 
again, if necessary. Most people 
feel it may have to before the war 
ends. 

And it is London’s dauntlessness 
under fire which leads most to 
doubt whether Berlin or any other 
city can be bombed enough to 
make the Germans give up before 
Allied soldiers march through the 
Reich. 

Londoners face the prospect of 
reprisals realistically, and notice- 
ably fewer of them take the “night 
out” or are seen in pubs on nights 
= the heavy RAF raids on Ber- 
in. 

When London was raided vir- 


tually every night for three 
months straight and the city was 
reeling, with communications 
snarled and businesses and indus- 
tries smashed right and left, it 
often seemed that the limits of hu- 
man endurance must be reached, 
but they never were. 

The sirens sounded with the 
blackout and from then until day- 
break and often throughout the 
day, German planes droned over 
the capital, dropping bombs with 
a woeful lack of interference. It 
was impossible to eat, to sleep or 
to work without interruption by 
sirens or bombs. 

Life was a little bit like a 
nightmare and lack of sleep was 
a serious matter, but nobody 
talked of giving up. Every all- 
clear signal brought a feeling of 
relief and new hope. 

Some people who tossed 
throughout the long nights of the 
blitz unable to sleep for the gun- 
fire and bomb explosions think

the Germans may be getting it a 
little easier than London got it in 
some ways since at least they can | 
sleep after the short, if frightful 
and concentrated, RAF attacks.

They’re just 
emotionally unstable. Their pun- 
ishment comes when they begin 
moping around their houses, con- 
vinced they must be crazy, or the 
Army doctors wouldn’t have said 
so. All they need is treatment and 
adjustment. Caught in time before 
they sink into a depressed state, 
they can be made into valuable 
citizens. 

“It’s an odd thing,” said the doc- 
tor, “that a democracy like ours 
turns up more psycho-neurotics 


than, say, the Axis. It’s the way 
we rear our children. A child in 
this-country is taught that he can 
become president, or a Rockefel- 
ler, and he strives harder than 
the child in an Axis country, the 
son of a ditch-digger, or an inn- 
keeper, who grows up contented 
to become a ditch-digger, or an 
inn-keeper as his father was be- 
fore him. 


“Maybe we're wrong in teaching 
our children to strive too hard for 
a goal that is unattainable to the 
average child.”

Clege To Head 


Trades School 


Appointment of a director for 


the first of the three state-oper-|.% 


ated trades schools, and plans to 
set the school into operation for- 
mally at Clarkesville have been 
announced by State School Super- 
intendent M. D. Collins. 

Charles R. Clegg, of Unadilla, 
Ga. supervisor of the Macon Air- 
craft School at Macon, Ga., is the 
new director. He already is in 
Clarkesville, supervising reorgan- 
ization of the former NYA resi- 
dent training center preparatory 
to its formal opening as a state 
trade school within the next few 
weeks, 

Dr. Collins said the buildings 
and equipment at the school are 
being reconditioned, following a 
formal transfer of the property 
from the Habersham county board 
of education to the state board 
of education yesterday. 

The property represents an in- 
vestment of approximately $500,- 
000. It was acquired by the Hab- 
ersham board from the United 
States Treasury procurement of- 
fice after liquidation of NYA. 

Courses of study to be offered 
at this trade school are now be- 
ing mapped, Collins said. They 
will include radio and communi- 
cations; machine shop, automobile 
mechanics, sheet metal work and 
training for cooks, bakers and 
laundry workers. The school will 
be open to residents of Georgia 
who cannot get trade training in 
their own communities. There 
will be no tuition charge, but the 
students will have to pay a mini- 
mum board at the boarding school. 

A similar school will be estab- 
lished at Milledgeville. 

A third school will be set up 
in south Georgia at a site to be 
selected by the State Board of 
Education following a tour of 
south Georgia the week of De- 
cember 14. 

In addition to the three state- 
operated trades schools, 10 area 
trades schools financed by local 
governments are to be established 
and industrial arts are to be 
stressed in high school programs. 

The director of the new Clarkes- 
ville school has been in charge of 
the Macon Aijircraft school for 
more than a year. Clegg previous- 
ly served as district educational 
adviser of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps for several years, 
after being advanced from the 
post of camp educational advisor. 
For nearly seven years he was 
principal of the Unadilla High 
school. He was graduated from 
Young Harris college and holds a 
B. S. degree in education from 
— college. He is 37 years 
old.

A mistrial was declared by 
Judge Virlyn Moore, of Fulton 
superior court, in the case of R. J.

Cowen represented the defendant 
company.

Dixie Asks Cut 
In Meat Tariff 


A fight against unequal freight 
rates on fresh meat and packing 
house products from southern pro- 
ducing points to the north will be 
mapped here next week by south- 


eastern railroad and utilities com- 
missioners, livestock producers 
and shippers, and packing house 
representatives. 

Walter R. McDonald, chairman 
of the Georgia public service com- 
mission, called the meeting for 
next Monday. The group, includ- 
ing members. of the Southeastern 
Association of Railroad and Util- 
ities Commissioners, will discuss 
plans for presenting testimony in 
a complaint recently filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Comparative Rates. 

The association’s success in low- 
ering livestock rates on Dixie ship- 
pers contributed substantially to- 
ward increased “production and 
fattening of edible livestock with- 
in the south, McDonald said. It 
will make possible a production 
during certain seasons of the year 
in excess of the south’s needs. 

“The rates on fresh meat and 
packing house products today 
from the south to the north are 
approximately 25 per cent higher 
than the level of rates on these 
commodities in northern terri- 
tory,” McDonald pointed out. “If 
the south is to develop its packing 
house industry in keeping with its 
livestock production, it must have 
equal rates with the north, mile 
for mile, for the products of that 
industry.” 

Rates Penalize South. 

As an illustration, McDonald 
said the present rate from Chicago 
to New York, 890 miles, is 83 
cents on fresh meat and 57 cents 
on packing house products—while 
from Atlanta to New York, a 
distance of 867 miles, the fresh 
meat rate is 99 cents and the pack- 
ing house products rate 71 cents. 
This is a difference of 16 cents 
per 100 pounds on fresh meat and 
14 cents per 100 pounds on pack- 
ing. house products for a 23-mile 
shorter distance.

OPA Increases Price Ceilings 
On Anthracite for Six Months 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24—(4)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion tonight boosted price ceilings 
on anthracite an average of 62 
cents a ton to compensate for 
wage increases granted to the hard 
coal miners. 

The price increases, approved 
by Stabilization Director Fred M. 
Vinson, are effective immediately 
for approximately six months, the 
OPA announced. 

While the revisions were based 
on prices at the mines, the agency 
said the increase can be passed 
on to consumers at once. The in- 
creases range from 35 cents to 70 
cents a ton, depending on the size 
of the coal. 

Bituminous coal prices will be 
revised later, the OPA said, to 
compensate for wage increases to 
the soft coal miners. The anthra- 
cite workers received approximate- 
ly 70 cents additional a day, plus 
other concessions, and the soft 
coal workers $1.50 additional a 
day. 

Increases Retroactive. 

The price ceilings will be cut 
back June 1, 1944, by approxi- 
mately 28 cents a ton, leaving the 
average increase then about 34 
cents a ton. The range of increases 
then on various sizes will be 20 
to 40 cents a ton. 

OPA explained that the larger 
increases were granted for the six- 
month period because part of the 
anthracite miners’ wage boosts, 
under the Little Steel formula, 
were made retroactive to May l, 
1943, and a higher price was nec- 
essary to offset that additional 
cost. 

Earlier, Secretary Ickes, who 
has brought some soft coal oper- 
ators and John L. Lewis’ United 
Mine Workers together for con- 
ferences on a wage agreement, 
asked the steel companies to join 
the negotiations. 

Safety Movement. 

The “captive” mines, owned by 
steel interests, are the main group 
not taking part in the conferences 
seeking a national wage formula 
that would permit Ickes to restore 
the mines to their owners again. 

Ickes also asked producers in 
western Kentucky, Iowa, Arkan- 
sas, Oklahoma and a few other 
regions not represented, to join 
quickly “in the interest of the 
proper conduct of the war and 
the welfare of your country.’ 

In another move as government 
boss of the mines, Ickes also or- 
dered mine managers to reduce 
accidents immediately. 

Using the factor of government 
ownership to strengthen the safety 
program of the Bureau of Mines, 
he re-established the Health and 
Safety division of the Coal Mines 
Administration and appointed as

Miss Leveritt was in Shanghai 
during the Boxer Rebellion, and 
in 1927, when Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek’s socalled “bloody 
army” marched on Shanghai to 
drive out the foreigners, she refu- 
geed to Japan. 

“Japan,” she said, “is a beauti- 
ful country. We used to spend 
our summer vacations there. 

Japan Was Backward. 

“T first went there in 1896, 
when Japan was just a backward 
oriental nation. The progress I 
have seen them make is amazing. 

“Of course, I left China in 1936, 
and don’t know what has happen- 
ed to our work in China and Ja- 
pan, but many of my friends and 
co-workers are on the Gripsholm, 
and when I see them in a few 
weeks, I'll know all about it.”

J. Edgar Hoover's boys sold 
faked blueprints of a war plant 
layout to an international spy who 
was working for Hitler, deported 
him and sent the $600 they col- 
lected to the U. S. Treasury. 

They turned in $17,000 after 
breaking up the Frederick Du- 
quesne spy ring in New York. An 
undercover man posing as pay- 
master simply took the funds ar- 
riving from Germany, deliberate- 
ly underpaid the spies to make 
them sore at Hitler, and sent the 
savings to Secretary Morgenthau. 

FBI nailed down Japanese spies 
24 hours after Pearl Harbor. It 
seems G-men knew all of them, 
and say they could have picked 
up most of their information in the 
movies.

This country. got the jump on 
them in 1939 when President 
Roosevelt instructed FBI to start 
counter-espionage and counter-sa- 
botage, and directed Hoover to set 
up a three-power force—each ab- 
solute in its own authority but all 
collaborating—combining efforts 
of FBI, naval intelligence and G-2 
(military intelligence). 

Weekly Meetings. 

Meetings are held one week in 
Hoover’s FBI office, the next at 
the headquarters of Major Gen- 
eral George V. Strong, chief of 
G-2, and the third week in the 
office of Rear Admiral R. E. 
Schuirmann of naval intelligence. 

Hoover says this arrangement 
makes for perfect liaison, erases 
duplication of effort and leaves no 
unfinished business. In the last 
war there were 20 different agen- 
cies, some of them jealous of each 
other, most of them wrangling, all 
of them slow to act. And many 
times confidential information 
leaked out to the enemy. 

FBI has prosecuted more than 
200 espionage-sabotage cases be- 
fore Navy and Army boards the 
same as it prosecutes enemy alien 
cases in the courts. 

The Army and Navy sends FBI 
millions of names and fingerprints 
to check for habitual criminals 
or enemy aliens who might slip 
into confidential civilian or mill- 
tary positions. Although FBI 
has 75,000,000 fingerprint files, it 
can identify tough customers in 
about five minutes.

MP’s Are Getting Popular 


The “MP,” that hard-visaged 
gent who once ranked alongside 
the top sergeant in the regard— 
or disregard—of soldiers, is get- 
ting popular. 

So says Major W. M. Manning, 
assistant chief of the internal se- 
curity division of the Fourth Serv- 
ice Command—but he admits it’s 
a strictly World War II develop- 


ment. 
In the last war, military police 
were known for brawn rather 


‘than brains, Major Manning ex- 


plained, but nowadays they are 
picked soldiers selected because of 
both mental and physical qualifi- 
cations. And they have displayed 
some qualities that are downright 
endearing. 

Out of Duty Line. 


There’s the MP from Fort Mc- 
Pherson who was so conscientious 
about his first train duty that he 
walked the floor nearly all night 
with a passenger’s baby, which, 
pointed out Major James H. Ho- 
gan, chief of the post MP branch, 
isn’t strictly in line of duty. 


So efficient is the new-style MP 
that misbehaving soldiers, either 


on trains or on the post, are the 
exception rather than the rule. In 
fact, the MP’s at Fort McPherson 
list as their most troublesome re- 
sponsibility the mascot of one of 
the divisions—a billy goat. 

The MP’s are called to the scene 
when the goat goes on a binge and 
starts taking in the soldiers’ laun- 
dry—along with the clothesline. 

Listen to Lectures. 

MP’s always work in teams of 
two and keep order s0 quietly 
that other passengers on train 
trips seldom realize what is going 
on. They are chosen during their 
basic training and are schooled in 
the laws of arrest; hear lectures 
on diplomacy and courtesy, and 
how to approach people in order 
not to antagonize them, as well as 
what procedure should be taken 
in unusual situations. They are 
required to be fairly young and 
must have good judgment when 
emergencies arise. 

Most soldiers today realize the 
MP is trying to help them in a 
friendly way, says Major Man- 
ning, because he has been taught 
that bulldozing is strictly out.

His family had not heard from him—except once or twice in- 
directly—until his wife, Nell, who resides in Charleston, S. C., 
recently received a cable from Bombay. This first direct word 


‘was a request for desperately 
‘needed money! A second cable 
from Port Elizabeth revealed 
what the family really wanted 
to know—that he was feeling 
fine and had received al) their 


letters there. 

As soon as he’s allowed to do 
so after docking, Allison will go 
‘to Charleston to join Nell, 
‘whom he has not seen for three 
‘years, and his mother, Mrs. T. 
G. McCants. Nell was with®him 

/in Shanghai until a year betore 
the Japanese struck, and re- 
‘turned only when the govern- 
‘ment sent all wives home from 
that area. 
. The elder Mrs. McCants has 
‘written Henrietta that lack of 
‘domestics isn’t going to deter 
ther from enjoying every possi- 
‘ble minute of her son’s compan- 
onship. According to her letter, 
she’s going to “cook up a storm ‘ 
ahead so that she won't have to 
spend more than a minimum of 
‘time in the kitchen! 
' And as for the Swains, they 
‘already have their bags packed 
‘so that they can leave for 
‘Charleston the very minute they 
‘receive word that Allison is 
‘headed south:

When do volunteer nurses 
aides have time to tackle their do- 
mestic chores? 

Ten enthusiastic members of the 
Atlanta Red Cross Corps are ques- 
tioned, and their answers were 
amazingly similar. 

“We don’t have time, we make 
time,” answered Mrs. William C. 
Harris, wife of the president of the 
Atlanta Rotary Club, who is on 
duty two full days a week at St. 
Joseph’s Infirmary. 

“During these critical times we 
can’t live the sort of lives we did 
before. We have all been brought 
up on tales of how much our 
grandmothers did. I’m sure my 
grandmother was a piker com- 
pared to the things that I bustle 
around and do nowadays. A full 
day of marketing, waiting in line, 
trotting from place to place, and 
wrestling with ration boards would 
possibly lay grandma out before 
she got around to helping sick 
people.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Harris’ lovely 
home on Stratford road is a large 
nine-room house, and for the past 
three months Mrs. Harris has not 
had a maid to help her with the 
household tasks. 

“Soon after my maid left,” she 
continued, “I didn’t know how I 
was going to manage to do the 
housework and cooking for my 
husband and son, and keep up my 
Nurses’ Aide work. But I do as 
much as I can and on my days at 
the hospitals you could write your 
name in the dust on my furniture. 
When I get to the hospital and see 
how much I am needed, I forget 
all about the dust and the fact that 
we will have warmed-over dinner. 
After all, those things are so small 
compared to the humanitarian 
work the Nurses’ Aides are doing 
in giving a helping hand to the 
overworked graduate nurses.” 

Husband Co-operates. 

Mr. Harris was chairman for the 
Red Cross drive last spring in At- 
lanta, and is delighted that his 
wife is as interested in Red Cross 
activities as he. Billy, their 18- 
year-old son, has recently gone 
into the Army Air Corps, and at 
present is taking a C. A. P. course 
at Georgia Tech. 

Mrs. Charles Harrison has a long 
way to travel from her suburban 
Powers Ferry road home to St. Jo- 


ful volunteer worker in the nurs- 
ery there. 

“T have been a Nurses’ Aide 
since early in 1942,” she said, “and 
have gradually adjusted my house- 
hold tasks to fit into my hospital 
routine. My eight-year-old daugh- 
ter, Patty, is in school at R. L. 
Hope, so I drop her off on my 
way, and it gives me my mornings 
free.” 

Mrs. Harrison favors the new- 
born babies in the nursery, and 
most of her time as an Aide has 
been in the maternity section.

Mrs. W. P. Roselle, of 1085 Belle- 
vue drive, Morningside, who is the 
mother of four children, and is 
without a maid, but. she manages

“A mother with a son in the 
service doesn’t need vitamin pills 
to work up patriotic enthusiasm,” 
answered Mrs. Roselle, apparently 
puzzled that anyone should think 
she was doing anything unusual in 
giving 1,700 hours of volunteer 
service in the last year and a half.

Make Pretty Containers

Because of the shortage of some types of containers, candied fruit 
shells should be more popular than ever this year. Bake small fruit 
cakes in them, or plum puddings, or fill them with marmalade, candy, 


or candied fruit peels. 


Make them this way: 


CANDIED CITRUS SHELLS. 

Select the most perfectly shaped oranges, lemons or grapefruit, 
choosing fruit of good color and free from blemishes. Wash, then 
cut a slice from the top. Remove inside fruit with spoon, being careful 
not to break the shell. Cover shells and lids with cold salted water. 
(1 teaspoon salt to each quart of water.) Bring to a boil and cook 5 


minutes. rain.

SYRUP. 

For 5 or 6 large oranges or grapefruit prepare a syrup of equal 
parts sugar and water, adding 1-4 as much corn syrup as sugar. To 
each 4 cups sugar, 4 cups water and 1 cup corn syrup, add 1-2 table- 
spoon glycerine. There must be enough syrup to thoroughly cover 
and float the fruit. (Any syrup left over may be used for sweetening 


cooked fruit, to go on pancakes.) 


Heat syrup, drop drained shells into it and cook until the syrup 
reaches the jelly stage. Remove from fire and let shells stand in syrup 
overnight. Reheat, and cook 10 minutes. Cool in syrup and let shells 
stand in syrup until ready to fill. When ready to fill with fruit cake 
mixture, drain shelis and fill immediately. Fruit cake in shells should 
be steamed first half of cooking time, then baked in slow oven. When 
cakes are done store them in a covered container. A fresh orange 
placed in the box will keep candied shells soft. These candied shells 
will keep a year or longer if properly stored.

Mix thoroughly, 
then moisten with the well-beaten 
eggs and the grapejuice. Turn 
into well greased moulds, 
closely and steam 6 to 8 hours. 


Do not fill moulds more than two- 


thirds full. 

Steaming may be done by plac- 
ing rack in bottom of a roasting 
pan. Cover bottom of roaster with 
water, set moulds on rack, place 
cover on roaster and place in mod- 
erate oven or over low fire. Keep 
bottom of roaster covered with 
water. Tie wax paper tightly over 
tops of puddings unless the pud- 
ding mould has a tight-fitting cov- 
er. These puddings are heated at 
serving time by steaming again 
for about 1 hour. They are served 
with hard sauce or any fruit 
sauce. And instead of steaming 
them in a mould they may be 
steamed in candided fruit shells. 
Directions for making these ap- 
pear in another column. 

Holiday Steamed Puddings. 


This recipe makes 14 small pud- 
dings, that are very good but very 
inexpensive. 

3-4 cup shortening 

1 cup sugar 

3-4 teaspoon soda 

1-2 cup sour milk 

2 eggs beaten 

2 1-3 cups flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

1-2 teaspoon allspice 

1-2 cup sherry wine 

1 cup prunes cooked, stoned and 
chopped 

1-2 cup candied orange peel, 
chopped 

Cream shortening. Add sugar 
gradually and cream until light. 
Add soda to sour milk. Beat eggs 
together, and add to milk mixture. 
Sift flour, baking powder and 
spices. Add to milk mixture, 
gradually. Finally add_ sherry, 
prunes and peel. Bake in mod- 
erate oven, 350 degrees, 25 min- 
utes. Store in box with close- 
fitting cover, wrapped in cloth 
moistened with ca 


The shortage of powder puffs 
doesn’t sound very grave to the 
outsiders, but as every lady who 
powders her nose (and who 
doesn’t?) knows, could be very 
embarrassing; and worse than 
that might be a bit insanitary. 
Don’t be alarmed .. . powder 
puffs like most scarce material 
can be conserved by proper use. 

1. Keep the puff in a tightly 
sealed compact or box when not 
in use, to prevent contamination 
from the dust particles in the air 
or dirt from other sources. 

2. Don’t use a puff to apply 
powder until you’ve cleaned the 
skin. Preferably this should be a 
thorough cleanup with cleansing 
cream, etc., in preparation for a 
completely fresh makeup. If this 
isn’t feasible, then at least wipe 
your face with a tissue to remove 
surface dust before powdering. 

3. Wash powder puffs in luke- 
warm water with mild soap, slosh 
them around in the lather, and 
squeeze them in and out until 
they are freshly colored as new. 
Rinse in clean water and pat into 
shape to dry thoroughly before 
using.

He was imme- 
diately discharged from the Car- 
varnsan camp. Two days later he 
obtained a job with the LaGrange 
camp. When the State Highway 
Department learned of his em- 
ployment in another camp, Paris 
was dismissed again. 

Under Fire. 


Head said his office is conduct- 
ing an investigation of officials 
in all the camps from which mass 
escapes have been staged.

Transfer Students

Eligible by S. E. C. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 24.—

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Full Report Asked 
On Patton Incident 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—(AP)—One congressman urged 
the removal of Lieutenant General George S. Patton Jr. from 
command today and a senatorial committee called*for a full 
report from the War Department on the general’s action in 
slapping and berating a war nerves patient in a Sicilian 


Army hospital. 

The other side of the argument 
was taken up on the house floor, 
however, in a call to “let the Ar- 
my handle its own problems, and 
let’s get on with the winning of 
the war.” 

That recommendation came 
from Representative Grant, Re- 
publican, Indiana, who said the 
soldier son of a family in his 
constituency had reported to his 
parents that he had been “slapped” 
and “kicked” by Patton. Grant 
identified the soldier as Private 
Charles H. Kuhl but there was 
nothing to indicate that Kuhl was 
the man involved in the Sicilian 
hospital incident. 

The Army has withheld the 
name of the soldier in the Sicilian 
incident but Allied headquarters 
at Algiers said he was a 2l-year- 
old private who enlisted in the 
Carolinas. 

Johnson Asks Removal. 


The call for Patton’s removal 
from command was made by Rep- 
resentative Johnson, Democrat, 


Oklahoma, who announced he had’ 


written to General George C. Mar- 
shall, chief of staff, that it “should 
be obvious that this unprovoked 
attack upon a private soldier has 
destroyed the general’s usefulness 
as a commander of the Seventh 
Army or any other division.” 

Grant read a statement issued 
by Kuhl’s father, which said: 

“T hold no personal feelings 
against General Patton. If he is a 
good man, as they say, let’s keep 
him. We need good men. 

“We don’t want to stand in the 
way of a promotion for General 
Patton.” 

The Senate Military Committee, 
which asked for the report from 
Secretary Stimson, is considering 
a permanent promotion to major 
general for him. 

Johnson's Letter. 

Johnson’s letter referred to the 
Sicilian episode as a “despicable 
incident,” and said he was “amaz- 
ed and chagrined at the statement 
that General Patton is still in com- 
mand of the Seventh Army.” 

Saying he served as a private 
in the first World War, Johnson 
continued: 

“Tf the officers and men_in the 
Seventh Army really know the 
facts in connection with this un- 
fortunate incident and of the in- 
excusable and despicable acts of 
the general in question, T know 
from my experience that they 
would not want him in command 
of their outfit: but whether they 
are aware of the true facts or not, 
the mothers and fathers of these 
gallant lads are entitled to know 
'that their commanding officers 
can be denended upon under any 
and all circumstances to protect 
them if and when humanly possi- 
ble to do so. Such incidents might 
be overlooked and closed with an 
unofficial spanking in Hitler's 
army, but not in 'ncle Sam’s.” 

Lecion Telegram, 

Representative Hoeven, Demo- 
crat, Towa. proposed an investiga- 
tion by the House Military Com- 
mittee. He told the house he had 
received a telegram from an 
American Legion post in his dis- 
trict asking one and quoted it as 
saving: 

“These are American soldiers 
and not German. If our boys are 
to be mistreated. let’s import Hit- 
ler‘and do it up right.” 

Representative Grant, Repub- 
lican, Indiana, announced he had 
written to Secretary of War Stim- 
son, telling him “in the best inter- 
ests of the service itself and the 


— 


families at home, I firmly believe 
a complete and thorough report on 
this whole affair should be dis- 
patched without delay to the Com- 
mottee on Military Affairs of the 
house.” 

Identity Asked. 

Grant also inquired whether the 
soldier involved was Charles H. 
Kuhl, of Mishawaka, Ind. He 
said Kuhl wrote his father August 
4 that “General Patton slapped my 
face yesterday and kicked me in 
the pants and cussed me.” 

Dispatches from correspondents 
at Allied headquarters in Algiers 
said it was a 24-year-old southern 
boy whose slapping led General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, command- 
er in the Mediterranean theater, 
to require an apology from “Old 
Blood and Guts,” as Patton’s men 
call him. Patton apologized not 
only to the soldier but to the en- 
tire Seventh Army. 

Edward Kennedy, Associated 
Press correspondent, said the inci- 
dent occurred August 10 at a time 
when the campaign was in a criti- 
cal period and both Patton and 
his men were under terrific pres- 
sure. The soldier was in an evac- 
uation hospital, under treatment 
for nervous fatigue. As Kennedy 
received the story from witnesses, 
Patton came in and, employing 
profanity, called the soldier a 
“coward” and “yellow belly.” and 
struck him twice on the head. 


Want Official Report. 


Chairman Reynolds, Democrat, 
North Carolina, said the Senate 
Military Committee voted unani- 
mously to ask Secretary Stimson 
for an official report after Sen- 
ators Bridges, Republican, New 
Hampshire, and Johnson, Demo- 
crat, Colorado, suggested this ac- 
tion. 

The committee has had pending 
since October 1 President Roose- 
velt’s nomination of Patton, who 
now has the permanent rank of 
colonel, to the permanent rank of 
major general. His rank as a lieu- 
tenant general is a temporary, 
wartime one. 

It appears open to doubt that 
Stimson has at this stage a formal 
report. on the incident, or that 
President Roosevelt knew of it 
when he nominated Patton for per- 
manent promotion. The Algiers 
dispatches said that while Eisen- 
hower gave Patton a verbal dress- 
ing down and required a public 
apology he refrained from making 
a formal entry on the general’s 
record because he regarded Patton 
as an able general and hoped his 
full usefulness could be preserved.

Atlanta To Get 


Firestone Plant 


Marietta may have it’s mam- 
moth bomber plant, but Atlanta 
will supply floats and wing panels 
for the Catalina flying boats

“The industry will turn out, at 
capacity, 800,000 tons of synthetic 
rubber a year,” he explained. “By 
the end of 1944, the bottleneck 
in tire production will no longer 
be rubber but the lack of skilled 
manpower and equipment.”

Patton ‘Tough Perfectionist,’ 
But Fair, Says His Family 


By LEE CARSON. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.— 
(INS)—Mrs. George S. Patton Jr., 
white-haired wife of the general 
whose slap has been heard around 
the world, tonight offered no alibi 
for her husband, but asked that 
the nation try to understand him 
as “a tough perfectionist,” and “a 
man fighting furiously for his 
country.” 

Both Mrs. Patton and her 
daughter, Mrs. J. K. Waters, wife 
of a tank corps colonel captured 
by the Nazis at Kasserine Pass, 
agreed that the general “will take 
any punishment without wincing,” 
but added that removal from his 
command “would probably kill 
him.” 

“Dad can eat crow when he has 
to—better than anyone I know,” 
Mrs. Waters said. “I’ve never 
known him to pass the buck or 
bow out or blame anyone else— 
when he is at fault.” 

Tough, hard-riding and belli- 
cose, General Patton’s big soft 
spot is service to his country, the 
family said. He saw “the war 
coming a long time ago and drove 
everyone crazy worrying over 
whether or not he was too old to 
get in.” 

Built Fighting Machine. 

Given command of the Armored 
Seventh Division, the Army’s most 
colorful field general was “all tied 
up, heart and soul, in turning his 
division into a perfect fighting 
machine.” 

His success was amply illustrat- 
ed during the 39-day Sicilian cam- 
paign. Patton personally led his 
men in battle and “asked nothing 
of them that he couldn’t or 
wouldn’t do himself,” Mrs. Patton 
recalled tonight. 

“He did a wrong thing—he 
made a.mistake—but perhaps a 
few people can understand it if 
they put themselves in his place,” 
his wife said. 

The general is “a man who feels 
deeply,” she explained, “and after 
all those days of seeing his boys 
blown apart” and then walking 
down rows of “horribly wounded 
soldiers—with arms and legs and 
even faces blown off,” the sight of 
an apparently able-bodied husky 
man “sitting on a cot in his hel- 
met,” probably touched off the 
dynamite of Patton’s personality. 


Wept at Graves. 


“He has been known to weep at 
his men’s graves—as well as tear 
their hides off, you know,” the 
family explained. 

Mrs. Patton, whose two daugh- 
ters are married to men in service 
and whose son, George III, is a 
cadet at West Point, added, 
thoughtfully, that “a commanding 
officer—from a shavetail to a 
general—is the ‘father’ of his men 
and sometimes reacts like one 
when they disappoint him.” 

“I think I’m a good mother— 
but I can remember all too well 
punishing my children in the heat 
of disappointment or shock and 
wishing later I hadn’t. In fact, I 
would have given my right hand— 
not to have given some of those 
spankings.” 

Her husband, Mrs. Patton said, 
undoubtedly felt just like that in 
this instance. The “deed is done 
and the mistake made,” she con- 
tinued, “and I’m sure Georgie is 
sorrier and has punished himself 
more than anyone could possibly 
realize.” 


“T’'ve known George Patton for | 


31 years and I’ve never known 
him to be deliberately unfair. He’s 
made mistakes—and he’s paid for 
them. This was a big mistake and 
he’s paying a big price for it.”

Eisenhower Friend. 


General Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
commander of the Mediterranean 
forces, is “an old friend” of Gen- 
eral Patton’s, his wife disclosed, 
and added that she could imagine 
just how strongly Eisenhower “lit 
into” his tempestuous officer and 
sidekick. 

“If General Eisenhower decided 
that the incident was closed after 
giving George you-know-what and 
after his numerous apologies I 
should think that would be that,” 
Mrs. Patton said on being inform- 
éd that congress was contemplat- 
ing an investigation of the sensa- 
tional case. 

“He’s a good general—I know 
that and I’ll say it—even if I am 
his wife,” she snapped. “The ob- 
ject is to win the war isn’t it?” 

Patton was undoubtedly suffer- 
ing from prolonged nervous strain 
when the incident took place, his 
family said, and was in “nearly 
the same nervous condition as the 
shellshocked private.” Battle- 
weariness knows no rank—private 
and general alike can fall victim, 
they added, “but that still doesn’t 
excuse him.” 

The general, who is acknow!l- 
edged to be one of America’s finest 
experts in tank warfare and has 
long been famous for his motto 
“Stay in there and pitch,” has a 
long and brilliant record as a 
commanding officer. 

In the last war he was wounded 
in action and left to die on the 
battlefield, but the farfamed Pat- 
ton “guts” kept him “in there 
pitching” until help came. 

“But don’t you go writing any 
mush about him,” his wife said 
tonight. “I won’t have it. He 
wouldn’t like it. 

“He made a mistake—and it 
can’t be undone—I just hope they 
won’t kick him to death while 
he’s down.”

Service Opens 


A new system of flight control 
for military aircraft is now in op- 
eration in the Atlanta area. Un- 
Ger the direction of the Army Air. 
Forces, the Atlanta Flight Control 
Center, at the municipal airport, 
now acts as the guardian ange! for 
Army pilots in the air. 

The Atlanta center, under the 
direction of Lieutenant D. M. 
Newtoh, is one of 23 such centers 
now in’ operation in the United 
States. Its purpose is to protect | 
pilots in flight against unforeseen | 
and unavoidible hazards, such as) 
weather conditions and ‘accidents | 
which might develop after the | 
start of the flight. ! 

This system of flight control is | 
called the Pilots’ Advisory Service. | 
It has opened its centers in those | 
cities whose locations make them | 
natural radii for aircraft flights. 

Each of the centers has a staff 
of eight to 10 specially trained 
officers who chart each flight 
upon a magnetic board and are 
thus able to keep in constant com- 
munication with pilots engaged on 
point-to-point flights. The pur-| 
pose of these centers is to reduce 
tt» mumber of accidents to mili-) 
tary aircraft and personnel, as 
well as to speed up rescue work | 
in case of accident. 

This service supplements the 
work of the Civil Aeronautic Ad- 
ministration by extending advis-— 
ory work to pilots not engaged on 
the regular airways. Sudden | 
changes in weather conditions, re- 
vised orders, the approach of 
jarge formation flights, or any 
similar emergency—such condi- 
tions are those with which the 
Pil@ts’ Advisory Service now has 
the complete facilities to deal. 

This service is part of the flight 
control division of the Office of 
Fiving Safety, at the headquar- 
ters of the Army Air Forces, Colo- 
ne} Sam R. Harris commanding.

Folks Back Home Are Credited 
For Giant Tank- Landing Ships 


One of the greatest victories of 
the war has been won right here 
in Uncle Sam’s backyard. 

That may be putting it on a bit 
thick, but the way they tell it over 


at the Public Relations Office of 
the Sixth Naval District at 
Charleston—now that it can be 
told—it is almost too fantastic to 
believe. 

This particular victory wasn’t 
won with bullets and bayonets— 
it was won with tools and toil. 

It wasn’t won on a battlefield, 
or the playing fields of any old 
place—it was won in tents, barns, 
houses, buildings—all whipped 
into one of the most gigantic ship- 
building programs ever under- 
taken. 

This particular ship-building 
program didn’t have anything to 
do with men o’ war, tankers or 
transports—it dealt strictly with 
landing craft. 

For example, 20 months ago 
there wasn’t any such thing any- 
where in the world as a LST 
(giant tank landing ship). Today 


they are churning the waters of 
both oceans.

tant landing ships, the Allies have 


their first toehold on Europe, so 
Uncle Sam says. 

And, for the successes made pos- 
sible by such landing craft, Uncle 


Sam has taken his hat off to the 
folks at home who, he proudly 
says, have accomplished the ship- 
building miracles of the war. 

It isn’t public information when 
the invasion was planned, but that 
is when this story began. 

Here’s part of the story as told 
by Public Relations: 

“Faced with definite deadline 
requirements set down by the joint 
chiefs of staff, the Bureau of Ships 
was forced to abandon all custom- 
ary procedure for awarding con- 
tracts. 

“Orders were rushed _ out 
through verbal conversations, tel- 
egrams and brief air-mailed let- 
ters. 

“The Navy’ shipbuilding pro- 
gram, already increased substan- 
tially over the tremendous effort 
started in July, 1940, was in full 
swing. Every available facility 
was in use. 

“Yet, the landing craft program 
was superimposed on all the rest. 


Sought New Sources. 


“New sources of shipbuilding 
had to be found . . like former 
bridge builders, experienced in 
working with iron and steel prod- 
ucts, but totally inexperienced in 
the intricacies of ship construc- 
tion. 

“New facilities were constructed 
practically overnight in cornfields, 
in vacant lots, and in other prop. 
erties along rivers and inland 
streams. 

“Thousands of people who never 
before had built ships (most of 
them probably never had seen a 
combatant naval ship) were hired, 
quickly trained and set to work. 

“Some contractors, lacking 
buildings, even started prefabricat- 
ing work in tents as the program 
was rushed forward. 

“Even the tremendous new facil- 
ity construction program, howev- 
er, was not enough to meet the 
invasion craft deadline so 
ways buildings or built for other 
naval construction efforts 
were used to fill the urgent needs 
for landing craft.” 


Broke Bottlenecks. 


The story goes on to tell of the 
creation of a Materials Control 
Agency to overcome priorities and 
other such bottlenecks. 

Of this organization, Uncle Sam 
said: “This agency provided the 
most complete meterials co-ordi- 
nating system ever achieved by 
any naval shipbuilding program.” 

For example,. the giant tank- 
landing craft program alone in- 
volved over 1,700 purchase orders 
covering millions of unit pleces. 

Despite that and the fact the 
landing craft program totaled 
more than one billion dollars, less 
than four million dollars’ worth of 
equipment was procured by use of 
the Navy’s right of overriding pri- 
ority. 

And here’s Uncle Sam’s tribute 
to the people—the men and wom- 
en—who did the job: 

“One factor made possible the 
success of this program—the en- 
thusiasm of all concerned for get- 
ting the job done; the knowledge 
by each individual that he or she 
was helping to make invasion 
boats.” 

And, 
Hitler and Hirochiti, 
made this statement: 

“Naval landing craft are still

Wheat has been substi- 
tuted but it produces less alcohol 
per ton.

FDR, Churchill, Stalin | 


Parley Said Imminent 


>,ONDON, ». Nov. 24.—(4)— 
French radio listeners were told 
today that a meeting of President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill and Premier Marshal Stalin ap- 
peared imminent. 

The Vichy radio said in a do 
mestic news broadcast: 

“During the next session of 
commons, Mr. Attlee will take the 
place of Churchill. In Washing- 
ton press conferences have occur- 
red during the absence of Presgi- 
dent Roosevelt. Soviet commu- 
niques are published without an 
order of the day by Stalin. 

“Establishing a relation among 
these three facts, the Swedish 
newspaper Aftontidningen con- 
cludes that a Churchill-Roosevelt 
Stalin meeting is imminent.” 

Now 
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Sound Reasoning 

Senator George has appealed to War Mobill- 
zation Director James F. Byrnes to attempt ad- 
justment of the wage dispute between the rail- 
roads and non-operating railroad employes, 
in order to forestall threatened intervention 
by congress. 

Stabilization Director Fred M. Vinson 
refused to approve an 8-cents-an-hour wage 
increase for these workers, after it had been 
approved by both the carriers and the labor 
wnions involved, on the ground it would break 
down the Little Steel formula and thus make 
it impossible to hold the line against other 
inflationary wage increases. 

However, as Senator George points out, the 
agreement between the carriers and the unions 
had apparently been reached by methods in 
full accord with procedure prescribed by the 
railway labor act. 

But the most important point made by the 
Georgia senator is that it would be better to 
follow established procedure in such disputes 
to arrive at a solution which would avert the 
threatened strike, even though it meant ac- 
ceptance of the 8-cents-an-hour increase, than 
to ‘establish the precedent of congressional 
intervention in wage disputes. If congress once 
intervenes in such a dispute it will undoubtedly 
result in intervention in other similar contro- 
yersies. Which, ultimately, would mean sub- 
mission of all demands for higher wages to 
congress for decision, thus opening the door 
to direct political wage-making, with all the 
evils resultant from congress’ notable suscep- 
tibility to “blocs” and pressure groups. 
The laymen is not in position to determine 
whether the controversial 8-cents-an-hour in- 
crease—acceptable by both carriers and unions 


—does or does not violate the Little Steel 
formula, or whether it would be more infla- 


tionary in effect than other wage increases 
already approved. But it does appear there can 
be only a comparatively small point at issue 
between that increase and the sliding scale of 
increases ranging from 4 to 10 cents an hour 
which Director Vinson has approved. | 

The dispute seems to lie entirely between 
Vinson and the rail workers, rather than be- 
tween the workers and their employers, the 
roads. It should be possible to reach an agree- 
ment, under such circumstances, which would 
be far less dangerous for the future than 
would be congressional intervention. In any 
case, there must be no strike-stoppage of the 
railroad service in this country in wartime. 
That would be a blow to the United Nations, 
and a victory for the Axis, more serious in 
final outcome than a major disaster on the 
battlefield.

What Is An Isolationist? 
Senator Reynolds, the self-announced lame- 
duck from North Carolina, has attempted to 
relieve himself of the stigma of isolationism by 


recourse to chop logic of the most extreme 


type. 
The Carolinan who voted against repeal of 


the arms embargo and of the neutrality act, 
who opposed passage of the lend-lease act and 
otherwise adopted the ostrich-in-the-sand 
blindness of the pre-Pearl Harbor iSolationists, 
now says the label “isolationist” is a political 
smear-word and that there are no such char- 
acters in this country because, forsooth, to 
be an isolationist would mean opposition to 
the Monroe Doctrine and to commercial rela- 
tions between this country and other nations. 

The senator knows full well that today’s 
meaning of isolationism is not what he pre- 
tends. His sophistry but emphasizes the danger 
to the future of the world, including the 
United States, of views such as he has noto- 
riously held. | 

It is mot necessary to eliminate Bermuda 
onions and French pastry from the diet to 
become an isolationist. As the word is under- 
stood today, an isolationist is one who ignores 
reality and believes that nothing that happens 
in other parts of the world can have any 
effect on the safety or prosperity of the United 
States. That, in short, if the Axis had not 
attacked us we could have watched it conquer 
and enslave all the world and remained im- 


mune to its threat against ourselves. Which is 
reductio ad absurdum.

Gasoline Substitute 

Despite strict rationing of gasoline for 
civillan use the armed forces and war munl- 
tions plants are taking such huge quantities 
informed authorities declare we are approach- 
ing a period of extreme shortage, due to an 
alarming decrease in oil from which gasoline 
is refined. 

Gasogene, product of a miscellaneous as- 
sortment of articles such as charcoal, saw- 
dust, shavings, chips of wood, corn cobbs, flax 
waste, grain wheat, coffee husks, nut shells, 
cotton seed, sugar cane and straw, is being 
produced on an ever-increasing basis as fuel 
for internal combustion engines, according 
to Dr. Gustav Egloff, of Universal Oil Products 
Company, Chicago. He explained that gaso- 
gene vehicles had been operated in Europe 
since 1938 and because of lack of petroleum in 
Australia, Brazil and Chile, stern necessity has 
driven them to use of producer-gas-propelled 
vehicles. 

All of the gasogene vehicles operating to- 
day, Dr. Egloff said, are substituting for more 
than 25,000,000 barrels of gasoline a year. 
Australia alone has more than 45,000 gasogene 
vehicles. To aid in overcoming the fuel prob- 
lem affecting transportation, the scientist ex- 
plained, the Brazilian government recently 
authorized the importation of materials into 
Sao Paulo to manufacture 11,000 gasogenios to 
be installed in trucks and buses. 

While gasogene may answer as a substitute 
for gasoline in private automobiles, trucks, 
farm machinery and light plants, it is out of 
the question for use in war planes.

NURSES NEEDED 
(From The Valdosta Times.) 

Free scholarships—which include nominal 
wages during training—are offered 65,000 young 
women of America as the United States Public 
Health Service continues its drive for recruits in 
the Cadet Nursing Corps, designed to meet the 
shortage of trained nursing personnel caused by 
the war. Writing in the December Rotarian mag- 
azine, Dr. M. T. MacEachern, president of the 
International Hospital Association, emphasizes 
the opportunities nursing offers for war service— 
and the lifetime career it assures in postwar days. 

The average training period runs for two and 
one-half years, during which time, under the 
terms of the Bolton Act, the U. S. P. H. S. pays 
all tuition fees, meets the cost of books and labo- 
ratory equipment needed by the student, and pro- 
vides each cadet nurse with the smart gray uni- 
form that distinguishes the corps. In addition, 
students receive monthly allowances that vary 
from $15 for beginners to $30 for those in the 
final stages of the course. In return, the cadet 
nurse must pledge her services to the nursing 
profession in either civilian or military assign- 
ments for the duration. 

Information about the Cadet Nurse Corps may 
be obtained at any hospital.

I prefer a much humbler sort of prayer for the day. I am a 
fittle embarrassed to have turkey or chicken or goose, knowing 
that there are thousands of persons starving around the world. 

__ Far be it from me to lift a voice in thanks to the Lord for pro- 
viding me with more than the other fellow. I much prefer not to 
call any undue attention to it. 


TO GOON I can’t go along with the prayers of thanksgiving 
which will go up, saying, “Lord, we thank Thee 
that we have not been bombed and our cities and our homes and 
eed 5 pat destroyed.

pensable he should be allowed to 
keep him on the job, for certainly 
the public humiliation inflicted 
on Patton for berating and beat- 
ing a sick soldier and kicking up 
a scene in a hospital cannot be re- 
garded as a temptation to other 
officers to do likewise. But the 
incident can serve to revise a pop- 
ular notion that a profane tongue 
and a brutal disposition are the 
characteristics of a good soldier. 
Patton happens to be a good sol- 
dier in spite of these faults and, 
whi'> his absolute fearlessness 
and his drive and ability are rec- 
ognized by others, he is not ad- 


mired personally. 

The majority of the officers of 
the regular Army are remarkably 
well mannered and clean of 
speech and gentlemen in the true 
meaning of the word. The re- 
serves and the new officers who 
did not go through the Military 
Academy are about as they were 
in civilian life, subject, however, 
to any improvement that might 


have been wrought by the code 
of the regulars.

Another lic life a few years 


ago a former offi- 
Character cer who, all his 
life, both in the Army and in his 
civilian career, affected a hard- 
boiled manner and who was en- 
couraged to excesses by his pub- 
licity which presented him as 
merely rugged when he was, in 
fact, so profane and vulgar that 
sensitive people sometimes gave 
him up. On one occasion he was 
rebuked by a civilian at a social 
gathering for using disgusting 
language which he apparently 
thought was only picturesque. An- 
other officer, a general who had 
been his classmate at the Military 
Academy, once commented pri- 
vately that’ he was sick and tired 
of hearing civilians remark that 
his old comrade was the salt of 
the earth, for he regarded him as 
just a dirty man and recalled that 
in their cadet days he was shun- 
ned by many of the corps for 
just that reason. However, the 
man did have ability and great 
energy and imagination, and so 
enjoyed a fairly successful career, 
notwithstanding. 

Those who have a-chance to as- 
sociate with officers at West Point 
cannot fail to be impressed by 
their gentlemanly manners and 
speech. I have sat through meals 
and spent hours at evening gath- 
erings with groups of them and 
noted the absence of expressions 
which most civilians allow them- 
selves for purposes of emphasis 
or to attract attention. This cer- 
tainly does not mean that they are 
prigs, for if an occasion requires 
force and emphasis they usually 
have plenty at their command. 
And, although Patton’s bravery is 
as famous as his bullying ways, 
there are others just as brave who 
have the respect and the deep 
personal loyalty of their subordi- 


nates. 

° Patton was with 
Pershing General Per- 
Could Swear shing in Mexi- 

co and went to 
France with him as a captain and 
may have thought he was using 
Pershing as a model, because 
Pershing could swear resounding- 
ly when he was in a temper and 
he wasn’t what anyone could have 
called a fatherly commander. But 
Pershing did have dignity and 
would not have encouraged the 
war correspondents to call him 
“Old Blood and Guts,” a title in 
which Patton apparently gloried. 
For contrast, there was another 
captain who went to France and 
caught Pershing’s eye who has 
come far since then without ever 
resorting to the language of the 
gutter or the manners of a thug. 
That would be General George 
Marshall, who has outrun Patton 
all the way, and might be Presi- 
dent of the United States some 


time after the war. 

The punishment im- 
Patton posed on Patton was 

unique and undoubt- 
Curbed edly will curb him, 
for he surely understands he will 
be watched closely and that if he 
ever repeats the offense he will 
be relieved and probably court- 
martialed. It might even teach 
him to clean up his language for 
he must realize he has overplayed 
his role in which he imposed on 
men who couldn’t strike back. All 
this being so, General Eisenhow- 
er would seem to have acted with 
wisdom as well as force and 
originality, for it probably means 
that he keeps a strong, able of- 
ficer and cures an evil condition 
which had to be challenged some 
time.

DEMOCRATIC UNCERTAINTY WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.— 


he rising uncertainty 
among Democratic party leaders, since this month’s elections, is 
illustrated in the mighty stir produced by a single innocent-looking 
sentence in a statement issued by National Chairman Frank C. 
Walker on Saturday. 

After announcing that his committee will meet in Washington 
January 22 to select the time and place of next year’s presidential 
nominating convention, Mr. Walker said: 

“The meeting will be co-ordinated with the inauguration of Jack- 
son Day dinners which committee members will attend, and in 
speeches to be made on this occasion may be heard the answers to 
a lot of questions.” 

Because President Roosevelt’s fourth-term intention is the one 
question which, until it is answered, makes all other Democratic 
questions moot, the party chieftains could not see why this sentence 
wes wena per he was asvuned as a hint that Mr. Roosevelt will 

eclare himself either on January 22 or in a Ja peech 
about that time. . anyon 

Also, Mr. Walker, since November 2, has been harassed by a 
flood of messages, coming from Democrats all over the country, 
demanding that the President speak out. 

Almost without exception the messages say he must run again— 
the pressure on that score is stronger than ever—but they usually 
add that the Democratic campaign is rapidly going to pieces and 
that unless this trend is checked forthwith not even Mr. Roosevelt 
will be able to win. 


CANNOT AFFORD TO WAIT Many of Mr. Walker’s visitors 

and correspondents stress that 
the President this time cannot afford to wait until after he is nomi- 
nated to declare himself, as he did in 1940. If he will say now that 
he intends to run, they assert the party immediately will be re 
vitalized. 

An interesting phase of the current Democratic discussions is the 
prominence leading war figures are assuming among the possibili- 
ties in the event Mr. Roosevelt should take himself out. The two 
names most frequently heard in this connection are General George 
C. Marshall, Army chief of staff, and Donald M. Nelson, chairman 
of the War Production Board. 

The theory behind these promotions is the same that caused 
New York Democrats to pick a retired lieutenant general, William 
R. Haskell, as their nominee for lieutenant governor. All of the 
orthodox Democrats in that state were so involved in factional rows 
within the party that it was apparent no one of them could hope 
to pull it together. General Haskell, never having been heard of 
before as a Democrat, was free from this encumberance. 

It is even more difficult nationally to find any man, politically 
active in the past 10 years, who could hope to unite the pro and 
anti-New Dealers in the Democratic ranks. 


GOT OFF TO BAD START The boom for General Marshall 


got off to a bad start when Sen- 
ator Edwin C. Johnson, of Colorado, launched it, coincident with 
a blast against the New Deal. 

“The New Deal is through,” Senator Johnson said. “If the Demo- 
cratic party persists in hanging on to its dead corpse, it will lose 
the senate, the house and the governors of every northern and west- 
ern state. This is the time to draft men. The Democratic party 
o\ves it to the people to draft General Marshall for President.” 

Intimates of General Marshall say Senator Johnson undoubtedly 
was right in spotting him as an anti-New Dealer. He is, they say, 
an arch-conservative in his political views. No one professes to 
know definitely whether General Marshall even would acknowl- 
edge a Democratic label. 


TALK OF DONALD NELSON The talk of Mr. Nelson as a 


compromise candidate is much 
more serious. In the first place, he unmistakably is a Democrat. 
In his first appearance in Who’s Who (1938-39 edition) there is no 
reference to his politics, but beginning with the next number 
(1940-41), published about the time he was appointed by President 
Roosevelt in the war production setup, he has listed himself as a 
Democrat. 

More than that, Nelson peculiarly occupies a middle ground in 
the administration hierarchy. In his earlier controversy with 
William S. Knudsen, first director of war production, Nelson was 
the darling of the New Dealers. Quite a few of them still claim 
him:as one of their own. 

But since he assumed full responsibility for war production 
Nelson has seemed to gravitate toward the right. His known belief 
that some incentive system for compensating industrial labor should 
be adopted particularly has pleased businessmen. 

Nelson now is being groomed for the big after-war task of re- 
converting industry from war to peacetime production. If he gets. 
this appointment and does a good job, his presidential prospect may - 
be greatly enhanced on the ground that he has had just the experi- 
ence that is necessary to get the country going again on a free 
enterprise basis.

Neither were any of the 
many Jones boys. They were 
Charlotte construction men whose 
main experience in wartime build- 
ing was the construction of Army 
camps. But they were smart 
enough to dig up a handful of 
real shipbuilders. They brought 
aman named G.N. MclIihenny out 
of retirement on a Mississippi 
plantation and made him general 
manager of ship construction. He 
had built ships for 25 years at the 
Newport News yards. 

They found a man named Paddy 
Murphy and made him superin- 
tendent of machinery. He is a 
man with a fine disregard for the 
sound of the spoken word.

Other yards have them, but not 
so many. 

Trained at Yards. 

Half the people working the 
three shifts at the Jones yard 
were trained right there on the 
yard, under a hard-working Scots- 
man named Alexander Mac- 
kay. They were farmers, 
housewives, cowboys, fiddle play- 
ers, and anything else you can 
name. Luckily, several hundred 
of them were old Jones Carpenters 
who picked up the ship-building 
skills in a jiffy. They learned 
enough in school to know which 
end of the torch to hold and they 
learned the rest on the yard, un- 
der the handful of tough, ex- 
perienced shipfitters that Papa 
Jones somehow managed to pull 
out of the manpower hat. 

They build good ships, too, even 
if they are amateurs. Some folks 
think a Liberty ship is a jerry- 
built job. It isn’t. Every ship 
that goes out of here bears the 
symbol of the American Bureau 
of Shipping. That means, from 
original plans to fitting out, it 
is a sound ship, sturdy enough to 
stand the buffeting of the seas for 
30 years.

“America’s greatest natural re- 
source is its young people,” Mr. 
Clark believes, so he freely de- 
wotes his keen brain and versatile 
experience to the tasks of mould- 
ing human character. 

He ranks as one of our greatest 
contemporary educators, for the 
Boy Scout movement has become 
not only the chief practical labor- 
gtory of our public school system, 
but also the greatest form of 
“home missionary” activity of the 
churches. 

It is a tragic indictment of our 
churches. however, that many Boy 
Scout troops are not welcome in 
church buildings. They must con- 
gregate elsewhere largely because 
some church boards frown upon 
the youngsters as likely to break 
a chair or otherwise disturb the 
orderly arrangement of the furni- 
ture. 

It is far more vital to co-operate 
in the character building program 
of the Boy Scouts than to effer- 
vesce emotionally over settlement 
house activity among confirmed 
aliens in our large cities. 

Our scouts are Americans to 
gtart with and are sure to become 
good citizens if we furnish them 
capable leaders plus places to 
meet weekly. Even if they do 
grow slightly exuberant and break 
a Sunday school chair or a gym- 
nasium window, we should charge 
off the replacement cost to home 
missions. 

Help the Boy Scouts. 

I do not condone rough house 
behavior but even if a church had 
to spend from $100 to $500 or up- 
wards each year on depreciation 
and breakage in its Scout Troop 
meetings the money would be 
well spent 

Young people are idealists and 
hero worshipers during the teens. 
If Scout leaders will donate their 
time to teach our youth the prac- 
tical knowledge of first aid or 
woodcraft or swimming or cook- 
. ing, and inspire them to be good 
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citizens, then we should be glad 
to furnish a meeting place for this 
constructive training. 

Our school system has fortunate- 
ly been supplemented by the Boy 
Scout organization. The latter has 
probably furnished more practical 
education than our grammar and 
high schools combined. 

Except for reading, arithmetic 
and the ability to write our names, 
we have very little practical bene- 
fits from our 12 years’ formal con- 
tact with the formal curriculum 
in grammar or high school.

“It’s this way,” explained the 
major from Parris Island, where 
the new lads are trained, gently 
but firmly.

ROBERT Morale Is Better When Soldiers 
QUILLEN Are Treated Like People 


Much of the strife that now interferes with the pursuit of happi- 
ness might be prevented if men would remember the Christmas 
message sung by the angels nearly 2,000 years ago: “Peace on earth 
to men of good will.” 


If angels were now revealing the terms of industrial peace, they 
might add the words, “and good sense.” 


Why is it that groups of men cannot work together in peace at 
least as well as individuals do? It is not because ninety and nine 
are more quarrelsome than one, nor because so many are likely to 
have more grievances. It is because they do not face one another, 
man to man, and recognize one another as ordinary human beings. 


An ordinary man may work in harmony with a single employe, 
or two or three, yet be unable to prevent conflict when his business 
grows and his employes number hundreds. They are no longer 
Bill and Dick, ordinary guys he can understand, but an imper- 
sonal, strange entity called a union or labor. And if he becomes a 
corporation, the workers no longer have an individual to deal with, 
but an impersofial, unfeeling something called a company. There is 
a wall between them. 


Needless strife follows for want of personal contact. The men 
of each group forget they are dealing with ordinary humans like 


themselves. 

Labor trouble is human trouble, usually caused by failure to 
understand and make allowance for human nature. “Labor” and 
“management” are only men, who have tender feelings, and hurting 
their feelings causes more trouble than hurting their pocketbooks. 


If an employer or manager can’t get along with ordinarily 
decent workers, you can lay odds that he can’t get along with his 
wife or his family, either, unless they treat him like a tin god. 
He is tactless and without consideration for the feelings of others. 
He says things that cut like a knife, and doesn’t realize it—or 


doesn’t care. 

If organized workers can’t get along with an employer who is 
a man of good will and good sense, it is usually because they have 
an inexperienced and reckless leader, without tact or wisdom, who 
is not interested in their welfare so much as in showing his power 
and the power of the union. If he is also embittered by envy and 
prejudiced against the successful, peace under his leadership is 
impossible. 

Machines and incorporations replace many men, but industry is 
still subject to human nature, and those who forget it must pay 


the penalty.

WASHINGTON—When I came east from New Mexico, I 
thought it might be nice to ride the train for a change, since 


I'd traveled only by air and water for the 


When I went to the depot I 
found that getting on a train these 
days is about as hard as getting 
on a plane. They had orders not 
to make any reservations out of 
Albuquerque for two months. 
But the agent did have one lone 
space which he’d been hoarding— 
it was for a bedroom on the San- 
ta Fe Chief. I decided to take it. 

In the first place I’d never had 
anything so flossy on a train as 
a bedroom. That’s really getting 
classy, and I enjoy a shot of ¢lass 
once in a while to break the 
monotony. Further, I thought a 
private bedroom would be just 
the thing for me to do some writ- 
ing during the 27-hour journey to 
Chicago. 

The train was fine and the 
bedroom was fine. Nothing was 
the railroad’s fault. But the next 
time I take a trip I’m going to 
ride the rods. I’m apparently just 
not the train-bedroom type. For 
at night I couldn’t sleep because 
of the air-conditioning, and in the 
day-time I got so lonesome, all 
shut in there by myself, that I 
sat in the club car all the time. 
On my next splurge of railroad 
class I. guess I’d better hire a 
whole car and ask a few friends 
to come along. 


I had one experience on the 
train I hadn’t counted on. I got 
a haircut. Yep, right on the train, 
while crossing Illinois at 70 miles 
an hour. The Chief has practically 
everything. 

The barber was a slight, grayish 
man of upper middle age. He 
never said a word during the 
whole operation. And then just 
as he finished he said 

“You’ve just had the distinc- 
tion, slight as it is, of getting my 
last haircut in 55 years of bar- 
bering!” 

Now that is a distinction, so I 
asked for the details. It seems he 
was retiring from the railroad 
forever when we hit Chicago a 
few minutes later. He was going 
to give away all his barber tools, 
keeping only one razor, a hone 
and a strop for himself. 

The barber’s name is William 
F. Obermeyer, and his home is 
at 1049 Meadowbrook, Los Ange- 
les. He is 69 and therefore has 
been barbering since he was 14. 
He has spent 41 of those 55 years 
on the railroad, 30 of them with 
the Sante Fe. 

He didn’t seem excited about 
the impending end of such a long 
career, but I guess he was, for sev- 
eral other passengers said he told 
them about it too.

We’ve had some amusing in- 
stances of how sketchily people 
read these days. 

While I was on vacation, some 
of the papers reprinted old col- 
umns starting back as far as eight 
years ago. In one month those re- 
print columns roamed all the way 
from Alaska to Argentina. Each 
one carried an editor’s note above 
it, and told what year the column 
was written in. 

Yet we’ve had dozens of re- 
marks indicating that readers 
hadn’t read the editor’s notes at 
all, and thought I was literally 
jumping from Dutch Harbor to 
Pearl Harbor to French Guiani 
overnight. There was even one ad- 
vertising-agency man in New York 
who, after reading the reprint of 
a 1938 Guatemala column, called 
up Washington and wanted to 
know how soon I'd be back from 
Central America. 


That’s all for now. There will 
be a pause in the columns while 
I get to where I’m going. Take 
care of yourselves here in Amer- 
ica, and thanks for being so nice 
to me during my two-month res- 
pite from war.

U.S. ‘Reminder’ 


.| On Income Tax 


A number of taxpayers will be 
required to file returns and make 
payment on their 1943 federal in- 
come tax December 15, and all 
citizens are urged by Marion H. 
Allen, collector of internal reve- 
nue, to determine whether they 
are eligible to file such informa- 
tion at this time. 

Most taxpayers have no fur- 
ther filing to do until March 15, 
when the annual income and vic- 
tory tax return must be filed by 
everybody, but some taxpayers 
who filed “declarations” in Sep- 
tember will have an installment 
to pay December 15, he said. 

Who Must File. 

Included in the group who must 
make their first return with pay- 
ment next month are farmers 
who had an-income of over $624 
during the past year, over the 
costs of labor, fertilizer and other 
expense necessary to producing 
his crops. To assist these farm- 
ers in making out the necessary 
forms, representatives of the In- 
ternal Revenue Department will 
be stationed at post offices 
throughout the state between De- 
cember 1 and 15, Allen said. 

Persons who must file returns 
or make payment next month 
were listed by Allen as follows: 

1. Farmers who have sufficient 
income, 

2. Persons who did file in Sep- 
tember, but underestimated their 
tax by more than 20 per cent and 
who should,’ therefore, file 
“amended declarations” to avoid 
penalties. 

Classes Are Listed. 

3. Persons who did not file in 
September because their estimated 
income at that time was not suf- 
ficient to require filing, but now 
come within one of the following 
classes: 

(a) Anyone who expects to 
have during the calendar year 
1943 more than $100 gross in- 
come from a source outside of 
wages which are subject to with- 
holding and who also expects suf- 
ficient gross income to require 
filing an income tax return ($500 
for a single person, $1,200 for 
a married couple.)

MARIETTA, Ga., Nov. 24.—An- 
ticipating the acute rooming sit- 
uation now present in Marietta 
due to the influx of workers at 
the Bell Bomber Plant, farsighted 
board of education members pur- 
chased a 13-room house on Forest 
avenue to be used as housing 
quarters for the school’s system 
faculty.

‘Meat Ration Stamps 
Required by Farmers 


Farmers who slaughter hogs and 


sell or transfer the meat are still 
/required to collect ration stamps, 


according to James H. Palmer, re- 
gional director, Food Distribution 
Administration, 


The order removing restrictions 
for 90 days on farm slaughter of 
hogs did not change requirements 
with respect to collection of ration 
stamps or observance of meat 
price ceilings. 

Removal of restrictions means 
that during the next three months, 
farmers will not need slaughter 
permits or licenses and that there 
is no limit on the number of hogs 
they may kill, provided they pro- 
duced the hogs themselves and 
observe ration point and ceiling 
price requirements on meat they 
sell or transfer.
